bootleg Hquor die, as tis very frequently the case, 
the seller of the poison brew is to be prosecuted for 
murder, This determination is made necessary by 
the frequency of, wood alcohol] poisoning and the 
many cases cf blindness, insanity and d:atn result- 
ing therefrom. These afflictions and deaths are 
becoming alarmingly frequent all over the country, 
and drastic measures should and will be taken to 
put a stop to it. Courts have alrendy held that 
the fact that he can find a ‘buyer is no defense for 
the person who sells wood alcohol, or any (bever- 
age containing it. This infernal decoction is a 
deadly poison, and the man who sells it knows f{. 
therfeore if injury or death results he és criminally 
liable. 


The country is also flooded with counterfeit 
whisky labels, and even prcvhibition government offi- 
cials are known to be engaged in selling these 
fraudulent labels for the purpose of putting them 
on illicitly made liquor that will kill anybody who 
drinks it, or at least make them blind or render 
them insane. One such official has just been placed 
under arrest in California and will probably get 
a penitentiary sentence. So, even if the vile 
stuff you buy does not contain wood alcohol, it is 
a vicious poisonous fraud, at best, and liable to 
kill you.
